Another unfavorable turn in the weather would 
make the situation look more favorable to those who 
are pulling for higher prices on spots and a better 
business on futures. Crops can’t stand much more 
bad weather, which would seriously retard all kinds 


of agricultural work. 
* * * 


Dr. H. C. Stiefel, whose acquaintance we haven’t 
the honor of possessing, in an article published in the 
last monthly bulletin of the Pennsylvania Food Divi- 
sion, says, in part: “On the whole the packers give 
fair value for the price asked for their wares. This 
was shown by the analyses of a large number of sam- 
ples of various kinds of canned vegetables and meats 
made for the Dairy and Food Department by the 
writer. Tomatoes and corn, for instance, were packed 
solid, without excessive water, the same with beans, 
peas, etc. In no case was any artificial coloring mat- 
ter found; the tomatoes had their natural color, beans 
and peas were not green artificially and but one sam- 
ple of corn was found that had been bleached by the 
use of sulphur. The artificial sweetener, saccharine, 
and the preservatives, salicylic acid, benzoic acid, etc., 
were not present in a single instance.” It isn’t analy- 
sis alone that shows that the packers “give fair value” 
for the prices they ask. A glance at the market quo- 
tations is even more convincing of that than any- 
thing that can be revealed by analysis. The doctor’s 
comments on the purity of the canned goods he exam- 
ined are interesting and would possibly prove con- 
vincing to some of those who are ignorantly opposed 
to the use of food in cans, if such statements were 
printed where they would be seen by consumers.

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HE Canadian Parliament has amended the 
canned goods act adopted in 1907 so as to 
permit the jobber to use his private brands 
upon canned goods. The law as it stood made 

tt necessary that the packer’s name should appear on 
all labels. It was not intended to debar jobbers’ pri- 
yate labels, but the packer’s name was to appear on 
the label even though the jobber’s name was also on 
it In other words, the packer’s name was required 
as a guarantee. 

Canadian grocery jobbers have been successful in 
having the law amended so that it is now no longer 
necessary for the jobber to have the packer’s name 
on his private labels, an alteration which is disap- 
proved of by packers in Canada. It is on this point 
that our own federal food law is not as satisfactory 





ANNED goods packers and brokers will be

ITH one, the initial decision in a_ federal

Until the publication of the decision referred to 
(particulars concerning which were printed in the 
CANNER last week) little had been heard excepting 
about rulings by officials in Washington. We have 
trequently been told Dr. Wiley’s opinion on this, that 
and the other thing; we have repeatedly been given 
fo understand that the Secretary of Agriculture en- 
tertains this or that view of certain matters, and we 
have been informed that on such and such an im- 
portant question Secretary Cortelyou thinks so and 
so—but we haven’t, excepting in a single case, been 
told what the judges of the courts think nor how they 
will decide when manufacturers charged directly with 
infractions of the law are brought before them, and

to the canning industry as it might be. Packers of 
canned foods would benefit from having the name of 
the individual canner printed on the label on every 
can of goods he puts up, which is not required by the 
American law, which permits a very large part of 
the canned fruit and vegetable and fish pack to reach 
the consumer without anything whatsoever on the 
label to indicate who is the actual packer. The law 
would be more just, hence more satisfactory, if it 
made the sale of a can of food minus the name of the 
actual packer on the label illegal. Not only should 
the packer’s name be printed on the label, but it 
should appear in letters large enough to be plainly 
seen. 

Either the federal food law should be amended in 
this way or the packers should sell a larger propor- 
tion of their product under their own labels.

welcome” any packers or brokers who can be present 
at that time.

Food Laws Before the Courts.

The whole scope of. the national food law will not 
at present be subject to the courts’ reviewing. Some 
points, such as the use of benzoate of soda in condi- 
mental foods, have been referred to the Board of 
Chemists especially appointed to Scientifically investi- 
gate the physiological effects of chemical preserva- 
tives, and naturally nothing will be done before the 
board’s final decisions are rendered.

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Optimism More Manifest. 

The week reviewed has witnessed an expansion of buying 
interest in canned goods and improvement in the market’s 
tone, partially the effect of business more nearly approach- 
ing the normal Seasonable volume than at any time since 
the first of the year. There still remains a margin of differ- 
ence that hasn’t been overcome, but grocery jobbers have 
within the last several days bought more canned goods for 
immediate trade necessities and a better feeling in general 
is the result; retailers are buying more and they in turn 
report the consumptive demand is reviving. There is evi- 
dence that the restraint upon the purchasing power of the 
people has lessened and that general business sentiment has 
brightened. Commerce is recovering in several directions; 
manufacturers are being forced to replenish the stocks con- 
sumed during the last six months, in which production has 
unquestionably been short of consumption, and the prospec- 
tive large cereal crops are exerting a strong influence in 
causing a return of confidence and business awakening. 

Crops Generally Backward. 

Canners’ crops are generally backward. Temperature reg- 
istering below normal and almost daily rains for days past 
have been a combination of circumstances through which 
seeding and in fact everything in connection with farm 
work has been retarded. Pea seeding has been interfered 
with to quite an extent and corn planting is backward 
nearly everywhere, if there is any section of the country in 
which the crop isn’t from one to two weeks later than the 
usual date of planting. In many sections growers of sweet 
corn are doing their first planting only this week, which is 
very late, as it is unnecessary to point out. Crop reports 
direct from packers published in this issue of the CANNER 
show the lateness of the season. They indicate that in Dela- 
ware peas are irregular, tomatoes behind hand; that in Ohio 
the rains have retarded corn packing; that the condition of 
the Michigan pea crop is discouraging, due to excessive 
rainfall; that corn planting in Illinois has been seriously 
delayed on account of the soaked condition of the ground; 
that conditions in New York State vary and that canners’ 
erops in general have been held backward by the rains; 
that in Iowa the weather has interfered with the planting 
of the sweet corn crop, delaying the work materially, and 
that most sections of Indiana have suffered from continuous 
rainfall, which in many localities interfered with the plant- 
ing of peas and preventing corn seeding. We advise our 
readers to make careful note of these direct crop advices. 

What Happened in 1901. 

Reports indicate that growers have had considerable dif- 
ficulty in sections both East and West regarding tomato 
plants, and this may be another influence in restricting 
acreage and delaying the planting of the crop. It is pos- 
sible, therefore, that we may have a repetition this year 
of the experience of 1901. A brief recall of events in that 
season may be of interest just now: The year 1901 opened 
with a reported very large stock of tomatoes, and the mar- 
ket was draggy at 70¢ per dozen for Maryland goods. The 
price went down to 65¢c in the early months of the year 
and remained at that figure until about April. Futures were 
hard to sell at 70¢ or 72%4c East, while reports were preva- 
lent that there were enough tomatoes on hand to supply the 





needs of the country even if the pack of 1901 should be less 
than half of an average production. Unfavorable Weather 
developed, however, in the summer and the market on 
tomatoes began to climb, and then it turned out that th 
reported large stocks were much overestimated and the 
advance continued throughout the packing season witi] 
finally the dollar mark was reached. This all happened jg 
a few months—and it is at least possible that what 
pened in 1901 may happen again. Many of the buyers wij 
recollect their experiences of 1901, when quite a number of 
them did not get all the future tomatoes that they had py. 
chased at 70¢ to 75¢ per dozen. 

Tomatoes—Offerings of spot tomatoes are not abundant 
by any means from Western packers, because they haven't 
got them, and with light stocks and offerings there hy 
sprung up more interest among the jobbing trade, while , 
stronger feeling has developed among the packers owing 
the untoward weather experienced throughout most of th 
Western territory so far in May. Jobbers’ ideas on No, 3 
Western tomatoes are 80c, here, but packers are 2i%¢ 
dozen above that figure. More interest is noticeable op 
futures also, generaliy quoted in Indiana at 80¢c per dozen, 
f. o. b. factory, which seems to be the minimum price with 
packers in other States of the West. Reports on the New 
York market say that the demand for tomatoes is ineregs. 
ing and business in this article better than in the preced. 
ing week, although it must not be understood that the mar. 
ket is really active there. New Jersey spot 3s tomatoes 
were quoted at 821% to 85c and New Jersey No. 10s at 
$2.50. Baltimore reports on tomatoes are to the effect that 
there is a better demand for both spots and futures, and 
that the packers on account of the somewhat more numer. 
ous orders coming in are feeling encouraged. Standard 2% 
tomatoes were quoted in our latest advices at 52%, 3s at 
75e for standards; future No. 3s were quoted at 75¢ 


‘dozen for standards. The market is covered at length this 


week by our Baltimore correspondent. 

Corn—There is a decidedly larger amount of interest in 
spot corn and in futures also, and a firmer, higher market 
than ruled at the time of our last report. We noted last 
week that buyers were less unfriendly. toward corn than 
they had been for some time past; since then they have 
manifested quite a friendly feeling, the result of this re 
vision of their views regarding corn being a considerable 
amount of spot business and at better prices than were ob- 
tainable only a short time ago. Iowa spot corn sold at 
5744c per dozen at the factory, and other packs have brought 
better values than they would have sold for ten days ago. 
Looks like jobbers fear the cheap corn may get away from 
them. The unfavorable reports on the corn crop have made 
several packers, including some important concerns, in the 
Central West so cautious that a number have withdrawn 
prices on 1908 packing, and several are reported to con- 
template placing higher prices on extra grades, from 5 to 
10¢ per dozen. Reports on the New York market are that 
spot corn is showing more strength on unfavorable crop re- 
ports. The jobbers in that market are taking more interest 
in picking up cheap lots of spot corn, while packers’ prices 
are reported to have been advanced about 2\4c per dozen, 
which, however, packers are as yet not inclined to pay if

Peas—Actual business on peas on the spot is limited, 
with the bulk of whatever buying interest exists for a pea 
to retail at a low price. Cheap peas of good quality are 
yery scarce, however, as we have pointed out in earlier 
issues. Much interest is shown in the progress of the crop, 
the reports concerning which in our correspondence co)- 
umns this week will be found full of information. The 
packing of peas has begun in California and in a very lim- 
ited way in Baltimore, at which point peas are beginning to 
be received by boat from the South. New York reports 
indicate a quiet market on peas, ? ; 

Pumpkin—Pumpkin is slow, as previously reported. Prices 
on No. 3 pumpkin range from 60¢ per dozen up, according 
to brand and the views of owner. There is no change in 
the situation on this article since last week. Some extra 
pumpkin is held as high as 70¢ per dozen, factory. _ 

Apples—Apples have sold in a limited way in the Chicago 
market during the week at varying prices, while values on 
the whole are neither higher nor lower than a week ago, 
when we noted that No. 10s were obtainable at $2 per dozen, 
factory, and 3s at 72%c¢ per dozen delivered here. New 
York advices indicate irregularity and a quiet market, with 
No. 10s quoted at $2 to $2.25. 

Notwithstanding the fact that Coast packers 
without exception named opening quotations on their 1908 
‘asparagus pack at a considerable percentage below their 
initial prices of last year, the jobbers have not considered 
them low enough, and the result is that the sales actually 
clinched to date have been disappointing, falling short of 
the expectations of the canners on the Coast, who must have 
thought they were cutting prices deep enough, although 
it appears now that buyers thought the pruning knife should 
have been applied more vigorously. The conditional orders 
given in advance of the announcement of quotations would 
have been confirmed more generally and rapidly, however, 
excepting for the slow movement in spot asparagus, on 
which many of the jobbers are understood to be still fairly 
well stocked, as the spot prices have for some time past 
been ruling so high as to materially check consumptive de- 
mand, 

Beans—The market on beans is firm and there are reports 
of searcity of stock. New York packing refugee beans, 
No. 1s and 2s, are scarce and the tendency upward. Busi- 
ness in No. 10s is reported at $1.65. No. 4s are held at 95e@ 
$1, New York. No. 3s are quoted at $1.10@1.20 String 
beans are a little firmer. Offerings of southern standard 2s 
are noted at 60c, delivered. Southern pack gallons are 
quoted at $2.50, f. o. b. factory. 

Pruits—Opening prices on 1908 pack California canned 
fruits were named on Saturday, May 16, by the J. H. Flick- 
inger Company, of San Jose, being the first announced fig- 
ures on the coming California pack. They are as follows:

As previously pointed out, the spot 
situation is extremely strong. Estimates of the quantity of 
salmon still remaining in Pacific Coast warehouses place the 
outside figure at about 200,000 cases, which is the remains 
of a pack of about 3,000,000 eases, and is therefore only a 
very small proportion of the total output. When it is con- 
sidered that this is mostly one grade of fish, of which there 
was an abnormal pack, it can readily be determied that the 
market clean-up in the 1907 pack has so far been a fairly 
thorough one. '

The pickle market has improved during the last week. 
The demand is particularly strong for bottling stock and 
small gherkins. There is a better feeling all’ around. The 
jobbers continue to buy from hand-to-mouth, but several 
large blocks of salt stock have changed hands at good prices 
and a great deal of acreage is being sold at $1 per bushel 
for vat run and 60c¢ per bushel for large. The wiseacres 
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say that there is going to be a large crop of pickles but 
none of them are ready to back up their judgment with the 
‘‘long green.’’ Should the average be planted this year and 
we get a fair crop the demand for pickles will be greater 
than the supply, because of the small amount of salt Stock 
carried over from last year. Manufacturers will use up all 
they have by the first of the year. This will give them this 
year’s stock to work on or that part of it which ig not dis. 
posed of before the first of the year. We expect to See ag 
heavy demand and experience delayed shipments jp the 
early fall. 
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Reports on the prune crop become more discouraging as 
time passes, the latest advices being the most unpromising 
for the yield, estimating the output in the Santa Clara yal. 
ley, the chief prune-growing district in California, at not 
more than 10 or 15 per cent of a normal season’s yield. If 
this estimate proves well founded the shortage in prunes 
will prove serious. A 10 per cent crop for the Santa Clara 
valley is the estimate of the San Jose Grange. Prunes on 
the spot in Chicago are firm. Holders on the Coast are gen- 
erally asking 3c f. o. b. for 4-sizes in bags. There is algo 
going to be a shortage of prunes this year in Oregon and 
Washington. The Italian prune crop in the Pacifie North. 
west will be a very small yield, estimated at about one-tenth 
of normal in Washington and about half a crop in Oregon, 
The estimated Pacific Coast crop added to the surplus ear. 
ried over from last year figures out a supply smaller than 
the normal annual consumption. 

Raisins—This line is dull and shows no particular interest 
at the moment. Quotations are nominal, practically. 

Apples—Prices on evaporated apples in the Chicago mar- 
ket remain about as follows: Prime, 7e per lb.; choice, Te;

Southern pack peas are offered for future delivery as fol- 
lows: No. 2 second early Junes, 75c; standards, 85ce; sifted, 
$1; extra sifted, $1.25; extra fancy sifted, $1.40; petit pois, 
$1.60 f.o.b. Baltimore. Not many orders have been booked 
at these prices, but it is always true that buyers do not take 
freely in advance of the pack. Old pack southern peas are 
easy and the market is lower at factory points. A decided ef- 
fort is noted on the part of sellers to dispose of old stock be 
fore the new pack is ready for delivery. 

Tomatoes are quiet and a little easy on ordinary grades 
For full standards in a small way the market is steady a 
72%4@75e regular terms f.o.b. factory. Most sellers quote 
75¢ for full standards, but there seems to be an increasing 
tendency to consider offers at the inside figure. A fair de 
mand for No. 2s is noted, but gallons are dull. Jersey 3s are 
quoted for prompt delivery at 821%4@85c. Spot Jersey. gal- 
lons are held at $2.20 here. A fair local demand for standards 
for future delivery is reported at 75c¢ f.o.b. factory. Sales 
of future Jersey 3s have been made at $1.10 for 5¥rinch 
cans. Standard 3s in 5%4-inch cans are quoted at 85c f.0.b, 
factory on old pack and 90c for future delivery. 

Not much business is noted in corn. Maine is held steady, 
but movement is slow. Conditions in other grades are some 
what discouraging and sales are made in a desultory way only. 
Future Maine stock is offered sparingly. Other goods are held 
firmly at opening prices for future delivery, but movement 8 
slow.

The goods are offered in one quarter with the intima- 
tion that prices will be lower in August if the big run of fish 
occurs, as is confidently expected. A good many orders have 
been placed on these terms. Late advices from Eastport are 
all to the effect that the run of fish is light. Quotations for 
futures are entirely nominal. 

A shade more inquiry was reported for red Alaska salmon 
and one sale of 500 cases was made for shipment to the in- 
terior at $1.33%4 here. Quotations range from $1.30@1.35 
here. No special activity is reported. Jobbers are taking but 
little stock. Pinks are easy, as quoted. Reports from the 
Columbia river indicate that the run is light, but a good many 
orders have been booked subject to approval of price when 
made. The opening figures are expected within a few days. It 
is possible to buy pinks at 87%c here, though the general 
quotation is 90c. Offerings from the coast are fairly liberal.

Seattle, Wash., May 16, 1908. 

Epitor CANNER: The most notable feature of the salmon 
market during the past few weeks has been the active move- 
ment in the remaining holdings from the 1907 pack of Puget 
Sound fish. A month ago there were considerable stocks on 
hand in the various warehouses, but at the present time Ana- 
eortes, Bellingham and Seattle warehouses are virtually bare 
of everything except a small remaining supply of Alaska red 
salmon, which has been stored there and is being held by cer- 
tain owners for higher prices. A number of heavy steamer 
eargoes have left Puget Sound for New York during the past 
thirty days, among which was 20,000 cases shipped aboard the 
steamer Isthmian. This shipment has been largely composed 
of Sockeye half-pounds, which the Puget Sound packers made 
a feature of last year and which have not moved as readily as 
other shapes and other grades, owing to the high price which 
was established on them at the opening of the 1907 prices. It 
is probable that most of these shipments have been consigned 
for sale, and returns may be slow on them, as the eastern 
market at present is not active enough to handle these heavy 
shipments readily. Packers do not. anticipate any trouble, 
however, in disposing of these holdings between now and the 
arrival of the 1908 pack. 

The greater portion of the stocks remaining on the Coast 
at the present time consist mostly of pink salmon, of which 
there was an unusually heavy pack last year, Brokers acknowl- 
edge that it may be necessary to carry over a considerable sup- 
ply of pink salmon, but they do not consider this an untoward 
eondition, owing to the fact that the pack of pink salmon dur- 
ing the coming year will probably be small, and the regular 
market demand will clean up the 1908 pack of that grade, to- 
gether with the 1907 carry-over without difficulty.

a NEW YORK DRIED FRUIT MARKET. 








New York, May 18, 1908. 

Epitor CANNER: Features in dried fruits are not numerous 
and business is limited to actual requirements of the trade. 
These are relatively small at this season, however; conse- 
quently the business actually transacted is light. It is under 
stood that some improvement has been noted in inquiry, but 
the quantity which has actually changed hands has increased 
but little. 

Reports from the Coast are to the effect that buyers are 
quoting low on apricots with the intention of depressing the 
growers’ market and that they are willing to book only small 
orders at opening quotations. One packer offered 7¢ for stand- 
ards, 74¢ for choice Royals, 74%4e for extra choice and 8¢ for 
fancy in 25-pound boxes. The prices were quoted subject to 
packer’s confirmation only and were for August shipment from 
the Coast. Local jebbers show little or no interest in offer- 
ings, and so far as can be learned no business of consequence 
has been done. The unsettled condition of the California con- 
tract situation is given as one reason why jobbers refuse to 
take hold more freely. A good many apricots have been sold 
for shipment to Europe. Prices paid are withheld. Spot apri- 
cots are weak and quotations are below normal. Some holders 
show a disposition to push goods out since they are not anxious 
to carry anything over to the next season. 


Spot peaches are weak and no buying interest_has developed 
on futures. 

A fair jobbing movement has been reported in spot p 
with fancy Santa Claras held at a premium over outside 
A good deal of stock of ordinary quality is purchasable at jpp 
figures, but buying in most instances is limited to the needs 
of the moment. A sale of 40-50s and 50-60s full count Santa 
claras was reported on a 2%e four-size bag basis. It jg 
sible to buy a shade lower on a firm offer for roung lots 
Oregons are freely offered, and it is possible to buy at 2%, 
four-size bag basis here. Few offerings are made for shipment 
from the Coast. It is stated that the crop in the northwest 
will not go over 16,000,000 pounds.

Epitor CANNER: To anyone who can remember even a yeu 
back, the volume of business being transacted today is a 
contrast to the feverish rush of twelve months ago. Yet, if 
one notes carefully present conditions, he will find that there is 
at least in the canned goods industry, a steadily improv 
demand—not speculative, but legitimate. The marked featur 
is extreme caution, but this is a much sounder foundation upm 
which to build than taking chances. On the whole, the recovery 
is gradual but sure, the only danger being that conservatisp 
may be carried too far. 

Sales of future corn during the past week have been small, 
but there have been some, while there is more inquiry noy 
than for some time. [I still quote 1908 pack of fancy Main 
corn at 8744, to 90c, but in blocks there are offerings for less, 
That my previous statement in regard to the decrease in acre. 
age is correct I have no doubt, and an offer of a shade mor 
to the farmers made some time ago had no marked effect, 
The jack o’ lantern among the planters is that potatoes ar 
high and pay better, yet they fail to remember a late experi- 
ence when the acreage of corn was cut down and that of pota- 
toes increased, with the result that corn prices advanced and 
potatoes went the other way. ‘‘Hobson’s horse’’ forgot be 
tween the blows, and so do farmers. 

Sales of spot corn at prices varying from 75 to 90¢ as to 
quality have been very fair, while much that was stored here 
from last season but sold is now going forward to the con 
signee. Evidently the consumption has begun in earnest. 
There are more than four months yet before a can of new will 
be pu up, and the spot supply extremely small. There is a 
continuous buying of this in small lots, with an occasional 
earload order. 

Gallon apples are moving better, but without change in 
price. During the next three months the tale will be told, for 
it is the time of consumption. While the cherry trees are now 
in bloom, hardly a leaf can be seen on the apple trees. I have 
my opinion of what the crop may be, but I do not wish to 
parade a guess for a basis for business. 

The demand for lobsters, clams and fish generally is light, 
while it is far too early to make prices on blueberries. The 
sale of future stringless beans, squash and pumpkin, at 75 to 
85e for beans, 90¢ for squash, and 75 to 80¢ for pumpkin, has 
been the largest for years.

Epitor CANNER: I can again report an improvement in the 
demand here for nearly the full assorted line for spot ship- 
ment. It is true the orders are small, with the exception of 
corn and tomatoes, but the frequent repeats show that stocks 
are light in jobbers’ hands, and whilst prices on the whole 
line are much lower than they were some months ago, yet the 
market is in a healthy condition, and the indications are that 
we shall have quite a satisfactory business for new goods. A 
few lines of spot goods have declined a little during the past 
week. It is only natural that some of these should be lower 

on account of the near approach of the season for new g00 
These particular goods are peas, strawberries, blackberries, 
pineapples and peaches. In none of these.is stock heavy, but

This is very much 
below cost of packing, and in view of the fact that no new 
apples can be shipped until end of June or beginning of July, 
and then only ‘‘summer’’ apples, there is no valid reason why 

ds that were packed last fall out of good fall apples should 
be offered now at 60c, excepting that the market has been ham- 
mered down to that point, and the packers seem to have been 
unable to withstand the pressure and hold their prices up. 
Some country packed apples have also helped to ‘‘bear’’ the 
market, as the holders of these have been pushing very hard 
for business. These apples do not compare favorably with 
Baltimore packed goods, as they were not handled carefully 
when packing, being considerably chopped up and not alto- 
gether free from cores. j 

ite a good many orders came into this market for carloads 
of tomatoes for quick shipment, but as yet this increased 
demand does not seem to have started an advance. A higher 
market is almost a dead certainty, however, a little later on. 
Futures were also in better demand, and there is an under- 
eurrent of stronger feeling in the market, which may result in 
the withdrawal in the near future of the goods now offered 
at 75¢ and 77%4c. There is no doubt but what the acreage of 
tomatoes in this section is much smaller this season than it was 
in 1907. The reason for this is not hard to find. Tomato 
packers as a whole base their acreage largely on the quantity 
of futures they may happen to sell. For instance, if a packer 
sells 15,000 cases of futures he will not only contract for 
acreage to produce that many, but he will probably be tempted 
to put out enough additional acreage to give him from 3,000 
to 5,000 cases more, thinking that he will be able to dispose 
of these in the packing season. On the other hand if the 
demand has been dull for futures, and he has only sold from 
5,000 to 6,000 cases, he will not put out a larger acreage than 
what will produce for him about 8,000 or 10,000 cases. As this 
is the manner in which the average country tomato packer 
makes his plans it is easy to see that the acreage for the coming 
season is very much reduced. 

Corn is in a very strong position, and many of the shrewdest 
buyers are securing some of the cheap lots of spots that have 
been buffeted around during the past few weeks. We shall 
certainly see a higher market very shortly for this line. The 
weather has been very unfavorable for planting, and many 
of the farmers who have heretofore planted out sugar corn 
have decided this year to only plant the ordinary field corn, 
as they claim they can get better returns on this crop than 
they can by growing sugar corn for the packers. 

Baltimore packers are now busy on spinach, but the spring 
pack will soon be over. The market for No. 3 ranges from 
85e to 90c. A few peas were packed last week, but packers 
only really tried their machinery. Two or three pineapple 
boats came in, and some of the packers got to work on them. 
A general opening up may be expected this week on peas, 
pineapples and strawberries. 


Some packers are now offering future peaches. Prices range

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THE PACKING OF PINEAPPLES.

Chapter I—History and Romance.

THE JUNE SCRIBNER’S MAGAZINE. 

The June number of “Scribner’s Magazine” begins 
Will H. Low’s “Chronicle of ‘Friendships,’ which is 
almost the first example of artist memories in Ameri- 
can letters.

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EXPERT OPINION ON INTRICATE BROKERAGE 
PROPOSITION. 

A grocery brokerage concern submits the follow- 
ing proposition, with the request that an answer be 
given through the columns of the CANNER: 

‘¢Jones sells to Brown a car load of goods and in selling 
this car to Brown he writes on his contract, ‘Price guar- 
anteed to date of shipment.’ Now, a short time before this 
sale was made there were similar goods in the market, prices 
on which had been generally ruling 15¢ per 100 lbs. higher 
than the goods which Jones sold to Brown. The day this 
sale was made Jones had declined his price 15e, which made 
his price 30e lower than competitors’ on similar goods, and 
about ten days after this booking was made the competitor 
reduced his price 15¢ per 100 lbs. Brown now claims that 
the 15¢ reduction made by the competitor (although com- 
petitor is still 15¢e higher) constitutes a decline in the goods 
and that if he ordered the car out today he would be en- 
titled to a decline of 15¢ per 100 lbs. from the price at which 
he had bought.’’ 

The question involved in the foregoing was sub- 
mitted to Walter A. Frost, of Walter A. Frost & Co., 
Chicago, president of the National Canned Goods and 
Dried Fruit Brokers’ Association, who gives his 
opinion on the matter as follows: 

‘*This whole question, it seems to me, hinges upon the 
clause, ‘Price guaranteed to date of shipment.’ 1 should 
consider this to mean that Jones guarantees that if he sells 
goods of similar character at any time between the date 
of this sale and the date of shipment at a less price than 
the one named to Brown, Brown is to have the benefit of 
that price. As it is evident, from the reading of the facts 
in this case, that Jones did not reduce his price, I cannot 
see that Brown is entitled to any decline. Certainly he 
would not be from any action taken by competitors, as it 
is evident that even with the 15e reduction the competitor’s 
price was still as high or higher than the original price made 
to Brown.’’ 


DEATH OF IRA M. NEEDLES. 

Ira M. Needles, for many years a prominent Iowa 
packer and at the time of his death manager of the 
plant of the Hamburg (la.) Canning Company, died 
at Hamburg on May 4 from an operation for appendi- 
citis. Following the performance of the operation 
Mr. Needles appeared to be making headway toward 
recovery, but several hours later his heart action be- 
came faulty and, although restoratives were applied, 
he declined steadily until death ensued. 

Ira M. Needles was born in Indiana, April 16, 1854, 
and removed to Linn County, Ia., and later to Atlan- 
tic in that State in 1869. He was married to Miss 
Helen McGehen in 1875. To them were born seven 
children, five daughters and two sons. They resided 
at Atlantic till six years ago, when they moved to 
Red Oak, and two years ago they went to Hamburg, 
which has since been their home. 

Mr. Needles was manager of the Hamburg can- 
ning factory, in which capacity he showed himself to 
be a man of business ability and integrity. 

According to the ideas of the deceased, no ostenta- 
tion attended his obsequies. A Scripture lesson, a 
prayer and a few remarks from Rev. Henry Love, in 
the presence of sorrowing friends who gathered at the 
residence was all. The interment was at Atlantic, 
Mr. Needles’ old home. He was a faithful worker in 
the Presbyterian church, was respected by his busi- 
ness associates and_ fellow townsmen, and was highly 


esteemed in his large circle of acquaintances and. 


friends in the canning industry. 

The Hamburg Canning Company’s plant is to be 
managed in the future by Mr. Needles’ eldest son, S. 
M. Needles, who will carry out his father’s ideas in 
the conduct of the business. S. M. Needles is both 
capable and experienced. 


SHIPPERS UNITED TO RESIST RAILROAD Rare 
ADVANCE. 


There seems to be determined opposition on the 
part of shippers to the advance in railway rates ef. 
fective next fall. A conference of delegates from 
about fifty commercial organizations representing jm. 
portant trade interests East and in the middle Weg 
was held in Chicago last week and action taken to 
prevent the proposed increase in freight rates by tajj. 
roads East of the Mississippi and North of the Ohi 
river. The meeting was significant, as it marks the 
beginning of an era when the shippers as a unit mug 
be taken into consideration by the railroads. 

The shippers solved the problem which faced them 
by passing resolutions to submit the whole question 
of the increased freight rates to the Interstate Com. 
merce Commission. Unless the carriers consent tp 
submit the question and hold off the proposed increase 
until the commission shall have passed upon the mat. 
ter, the shippers will apply to the United States courts 
in the various districts where the railroads attempt to 
put the rates into effect for an injunction. 

The resolutions, which were drawn by a committee 
of twenty-five delegates, were passed unanimously, 

POINTS FROM THE RESOLUTION. 

These are the salient points of the resolutions: 

The proposition of the carriers to put into effect a hori. 
zontal increase in freight rates calls for immediate protest, 

The business interests of the country, in the face of the 
present depression, cannot stand the increase. ¢ 

Time has come for shippers to go to the courts for pro. 
tection. 

Railroads must submit to the Interstate Commerce Con. 
mission the reasonableness of the proposed increase. 

Proposed increase must be held in abeyance until the com. 
mission has heard all parties and passed upon the question, 

Unless the carriers consent to this method of adjusting the 
issue prompt action will be taken in the courts to stop the 
railroads from putting the increase into effect. 

Committee of fifteen is authorized to put the resolutions 
into effect. 

UPHAM OUTLINES SITUATION. 

Chairman Upham, in explaining the purpose of the 
conference, outlined the railroad situation as follows: 

“Our reason for calling this conference is that the 
eastern railroads propose to advance freight rates at 
a time when business conditions will not warrant the 
tax. The Illinois Manufacturers’ Association, which 
invited you to come here to join with it in opposing 
these advances, did so because its officers and direct- 
ors felt that the only way to prevent this levy—for 
that is what it amounts to—from going into effect and 
stopping the return of prosperity was by united 
action. 

“We will insist that before any one takes our money 
unjustly we will have something to say about it. We 
are prepared if necessary to appeal to the courts, but 
we hope that those who control the transportation 
companies of the East will realize that it is the part 
of wisdom to heed our protests.”

The American Dehydrating Company, the business 
of which will be the preserving of fresh vegetables in 
a new form, was permanently organized at a Meeting 
held in New York City last week by the election of 
the following directors : 

Edwin Norton and F. A. Assmann, former pres- 
idents of the American Can Company; R. Pringle, of 
the firm of Pringle, Fitch & Rankin, of Chicago; ¢ 
S. Crary, president of the Illinois Canning Company 
and of the National Canners’ Association; Frank 
Stare, president of the Waukesha Canning Company: 
T. G. Cranwell, president of the Continental Can 
Company, and Louis Muench, former vice-president 
and general sales agent of the American Can Com. 
pany. 

Mr. Muench has been elected president of the com. 
pany; Mr. Crary, vice-president, and F. T. Stare 
secretary and assistant treasurer. 

The American Dehydrating Company, we under. 
stand, has recently closed a large contract with the 
United States Navy Department involving a large 
quantity of dehydrated vegetables. President Muench, 
of the company, following the adjournment of the 
directors’ tneeting, gave out this statement concerning 
the process of dehydrating vegetables, and the plans 
of the company for preserving food products in this 
manner : 

“Under patents on the process as well as the ap- 
paratus owned by the company the concentration of 
fresh vegetables in this form is an entirely new way 
of preserving them for an indefinite time, and when 
cooked the same are restored to their original con- 
sistency and flavor. The water is extracted from the 
fresh vegetables by means of a mechanical process 
and without the use of any chemicals whatever, so 
that the absolute purity of the goods is guaranteed. 
There being about go per cent of water in most vege- 
tables, the water is extracted, leaving only the volatile 
oils and nutritious elements, as well as the original 
color and flavor, so that when the dehydrated vegeta- 
bles are cooked in the same manner as fresh vegetables 
the volume is restored, thus the dehydrated vegetables 
are the nearest substitute for fresh vegetables and 
offer great advantages during the seasons when it is 
difficult and expensive to procure fresh vegetables, 
and in countries and in the open sea, where no fresh 
vegetables can be procured at all, the dehydrated veg- 
etables will become almost indispensable. 

“These conditions were clearly demonstrated dur- 
ing the present cruise of our fleet around the world. 
After careful and exhaustive tests made by the Navy 
Department most satisfactory results were obtained 
in the use of dehydrated vegetables, and as a result 
the Government ordered many thousands of tons of 
these goods to be supplied to the fleet for its return 
trip. Owing to the concentration to about one-tenth 
of the volume of fresh products, the cost of transporta- 
tion is greatly reduced, and it, therefore, places this 
new product within the reach of remote mining dis- 
tricts, and other localities where fresh vegetables can- 
not be obtained. 

“The company has secured one plant which is lo- 
cated at Waukesha, Wis., but it is the intention within 
the near future to increase the nominal capital stock 
of $200,000 very materially, so as to enable the com- 
pany to establish plants in various parts of the coun- 
try.”

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CANADIAN SALMON AND LOBSTER PACK, 

The recent report of the Dominion Minister of 
Marine and Fisheries contains figures showing the 
value of the catch and pack of salmon and lobster jn 
Canadian waters during the fiscal year which ended 
March 31, 1907. The salmon catch amounted to 
30,000,000 pounds, packed in seventy-seven canneries 
employing 15,000 persons, and the value of the output 
was $5,856,760, a decrease from the preceding year 
of over $3,000,000, The value of the lobster pack jg 
given as $2,522,197. Practically all the live and a 
large percentage of the canned lebsters found a mar. 
ket in the United States. . 


CANADIAN DEMAND FOR AMERICAN CANNED 
MEATS. 
In the Kingston and adjoining Canadian districts 
Consul H. D. Van Sant reports that the market for 
high-class American canned meats and poultry could 
be increased. The Consul remarks in this connection 
that “canned goods and California fruits could also 
be brought into more general use. While the Canadian 
production in these lines is growing better each year, 
owing to improved methods, the American article 
still leads and the advantage of milder climate and 
more extensive and superior methods of culture and 
canning has not yet been overcome. The superiority 
of our high-class and newly inspected canned goods 
is admitted, and with a little more effort American ex- 
porters could increase or reéstablish sales in this line, 
The exposures of several years ago injured the sale 
of canned meats at the time, but since then the United 
States inspection law has resulted in the canning of 
superior goods, and if this new line is introduced it 
will command a large sale.”

TO THOROUGHLY INVESTIGATE SULPHUR QUESTION. 

The Referee Board of Chemists has determined, it 
is stated, to go into the sulphur question independent- 
ly and very thoroughly, making experiments simul- 
taneously in five different laboratories in order to com- 
pare notes and to get at a sifting of the results by 
eliminating all possible elements of error which may 
lurk in experiments conducted by a single person or 
body of persons. 

This is substantially what the California people have 
been asking for. It is understood that the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture has determined not to print the 
results of the investigations of the Bureau of Chemis- 
try on sulphur which have been in progress for nearly 
a year past, but to withhold them, certainly until the 
new Referee Board of Chemists has completed its 
work on the subject of sulphur.

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PENNSYLVANIA JUDGE HAS DRIED FRUIT CASE 
UNDER ADVISEMENT. 

The case of the commonwealth of Pennsylvania vs. 
C. W. Kephart, charged with selling dried peaches 
containing sulphurous acid, was argued before Judge 
Bell, of Blair county, Pennsylvania, a few days since. 
Following the arguments of the attorneys represent- 
ing both sides, Judge Bell announced that he would 
give the evidence his early attention and that a speedy 
decision would be made. The questions raised in this 
case were: 

First. Section 5, clause 5, provides that no food 
shall contain any substance that is poisonous or in- 
jurious to health. Provided, however, that nothing 
shall be deemed an adulteration that is not an adultera- 
tion within the meaning of the national food and drugs 
act, enacted by congress, and the rules and regulations 
promulgated from time to time for the enforcement of 
the same. The Dairy and Food Division contended 
that the effective part of the law is contained in the 
first clause ; that all coming after the word “provided” 
is surplusage. Four hundred pages of these rules have 
been issued up to this time. Nor is the end yet. Be- 
sides, the officials who send them out announce that 
they do not have the force of law; that they are 
merely opinions, and that the only virtue in obeying 
them is to insure oneself against prosecution by the 
agents of the federal government. And then these 
rules are being constantly modified, reversed, super- 
seded; so that they are like the weather in our northern 
country, in a constant state of change. 

Section 8 provides that no prosecution shall be sus- 
tained against any retailer from whom a sample is 
obtained if the accused can establish a guarantee to 
the effect that the goods were not adulterated or mis- 
branded within the meaning of the act, or within the 
meaning of the national food and drugs act of June 
30, 1906. The Dairy and Food Division contends that 
the first guarantee is all right, but that the require- 
ment for the second or national guarantee is mere 
surplusage. It is contended that we don’t know what 
is an adulteration or what is not under the national 
law and rules. Further, if the former is surplusage 
the reference to the national guarantee is surplusage 
also. In fact, it is claimed that the repeated refer- 
ences to the national act occurring throughout the act 
constitute nothing but surplusage. These references, 
all of which, it is claimed, are redundant, occur fre- 
quently in the state law. 

Third. It was strongly urged by Mr. Woodward, 
for the Dairy and Food Division, that no appeal should 


be allowed from the decision under section 9, which 
defines the method of procedure.

ALASKAN SALMON CANNING INDUSTRY. 

Recent advices from San Francisco give interest. 
ing data concerning the extensive operations carried 
on by.the.Alaska Packers’ Association and throw light 
on the great question of the salmon canning industry 
in the north, in which the association is the principal 
factor. 

With a capital of $7,500,000, the association ranks 
among. the large food producing concerns of the coun. 
try, its season’s pack of 65,000,000 one-pound cans 
requiring nearly 1,250,000 pounds or about thirty car- 
loads of solder and 31,600,000 square feet of tin plate 
or enough to cover a surface of 725 acres. Placed 
end to end its product in cans would stretch for a dis- 
tance of 4,616 miles. 

The association maintains seven fully equipped med- 
ical stations in Alaska, at which not only its own em- 
ployes, numbering 7,500, but the natives, are treated 
free of charge. The annual catch of salmon accredited 
to this organization is 20,000,000 fish, while from its 
hatcheries over 100,000,000 young salmon are turned 
out each year to replace those which have been taken 
for canning.”

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EXPERIMENTS WITH DECAYING OF APPLES IN COLD 
STORAGE. 

Commenting on results of experiments in connection 
with the decaying of apples in cold storage, bulletin 
No. 297, of the New York Agricultural Experiment 
Station, says in part: 

The inoculated apples, with others for checks, were 
packed in crates and taken immediately to a cold stor- 
age house. In.1905 duplicate sets were inoculated and 
stored in different houses, and in 1906 the test was 
repeated, the apples being stored in one house only. 

Three temperatures were employed with different 
lots of the apples: 31 degrees F., with range from 29 
to 33 degrees; 47 degrees, with range from 35 to 56 
degrees, and 61 degrees, with range from 48 to 69 
degrees. 

Blue Mold Unchecked by Cold Storage. 

The apples held at the lowest temperature were re- 
moved from the storage house in two months or nine 
weeks. At this time there was no decay from any of 
the diseases except blue mold. This had progressed 
quite rapidly from every puncture point. 

The apples were then kept for two weeks at room 
temperature, about 70 degrees F., during the day. 
Decay immediately began about all puncture points of 
each disease and developed rapidly, so that at the 
end of the two weeks from one-half to the whole 
of each fruit was rotten. 

The duplicates of 1905 agreed perfectly in all re- 
spects with this test, as did those in the repeated test 
in 1900. 

It is evident that at 31 degrees F. the most common 
rot of stored apples, blue mold, is not checked so but 
that much damage may take place. All the other rots 
investigated are completely checked at this tempera- 
ture. The germs are not destroyed, however, as all 
the fungi develop their characteristic rots very 
promptly. when apples are brought into favorable tem- 
peratures. 

The apples tested came from cold storage and so 
were not warm when returned to the low temperature 
after inoculation. If they had been, especially if con- 
tained in large packages like barrels which cool down 
slowly, there .might have been some growth of all 
the fungi before the fruit reached the point of check- 
ing by low temperature. 

All Rots Develop Above 45°. 

At the medium temperatures, average 47 degrees 
F,, none of the rots was completely checked. Prac- 
tically all punctures showed decay in five weeks. The 
blue mold was worst, of course, with considerable 
decay from the Alternaria rot, bitter rot and. black 


rot, and slight damage from pink rot. 

At the highest temperatures, average 61 degrees F., 
all fruits except those inoculated with pink rot were 
too badly decayed to be marketable at the end of three 
weeks. The pink rot had begun growth at all pune- 


tures, but the spots were small. 
Peach Rot in Cold Storage. 


Three kinds of peaches were selected for a test of 
the effect of cold storage on brown rot. Some peaches 
of each variety were inoculated, in punctures from q 
pure culture of the brown rot fungus and others were 
moistened with distilled water and then rolled in spores 
of the fungus, obtained from rotten fruits. All the 
peaches were then stored at 32 degrees F. for two 
weeks. At the end of this time, no rot was found on 
any of the unpunctured peaches; while from 20 per 
cent to 44 per cent, according to variety, of the inocy: 
lated peaches were still sound. The others showed 
comparatively small spots at the punctures. 

“These results indicate that the development of the 
brown rot in peaches is practically checked while the 
fruit is in commercial cold storage.” 

Fumigating Fruit Rooms. 

In tests of sulphur fumigation in tight rooms, it 
was found that burning a quarter pound of flowers 
of sulphur in a room containing 720 cubic feet killed 
the spores of all the common apple diseases except 
blue mold. 

The tests were made by inoculating apples with the 
different diseases, allowing the fungi to develop until 
spores were formed abundantly, and then placing the 
apples in the room fumigated. Laboratory cultures 
made from the fungus growth on the apples thus 
treated failed to grow, thus showing that the sulphur 
fumes had destroyed the. vitality of the germs-and 
fungus tissues. To destroy the blue mold required the 
use of two pounds of sulphur in the room. In fumi- 
gating, safety from fire is secured by setting the small 
pan or dish of sulphur on two bricks set edgewise in” 
a larger pan of water. The sulphur can be ignited 
easily by pouring on it over a small spot a teaspoonful 
of alcohol. , 

Sulphur Fumigation Injures Apples. 

Fumigating with sulphur should never be done when 
apples are in the room as it is liable to spot and dis- 
figure them. This interesting fact was revealed in a 
study of the cause of spotting of a box of Oregon- 
grown Spitzenburgs sent to the station from a cold” 
storage house in this state. The apples were spotted, 
as shown on the title page, and a small dot in each 
spot resembled greatly the spore case of a fungus. 
Examination proved these dots to be merely lenticels

of the apple brought out prominently by the bleaching 
of the skin of the apple; and neither fungus nor bac- 
teria could be found by careful search. Injury from 
some external agency was therefore evident; and, al- 
most by chance, the injury was reproduced on apples 
by the first means tested—sulphur fumigation. By 
exposing the sound apples to the fumes of sulphur for 
five minutes, so close a resemblance to the spots on 
the Oregon Spitzenburgs was obtained that there seems 
little question that the injury on these fruits was due 
to the same or very similar treatment. The history of 
the box of apples could not be traced to confirm the 
supposition. The sulphur fumes appear to enter the 
lenticels of the apples, and produce the bleaching of 
flesh and skin, which looked so much like fungus in- 
ury. 

ot Bordeaux Will Not Check Growth Scab Spot. 

That bordeaux mixture is a preventive, not a rem- 
edy for scab, was again proven by tests on spotted 
fruit. On August 1, some Carolina June apples were 
selected on the tree, the scab spots numbered in indeli- 
ble ink and the size of the spots recorded. Part of 
the marked apples were sprayed thoroughly with bor- 
deaux mixture and others reserved as checks. The 
spots under the bordeaux continued to enlarge as rap- 
idly as those on the check fruits. The same proved 
true on Greening and Fall Pippin apples selected, 
marked and sprayed at later dates. 

The scab fungus grows in the fruit beneath the 
thin outer covering, the epidermis, hence the margin, 
or growing part, of the spot is protected by the epi- 
dermis from the bordeaux. 





FIRST CANNERY ON THE COLUMBIA. 

A. S. Abernethy, Jr., of Seattle, Wash., says that 
the first cannery on the Columbia river was built 
and operated in 1867 by Hapgood, Hume & Co., at 
Eagle Cliff, Wash., thirty-three miles above Astoria. 
The firm, he says, consisted of A. S. Hapgood, Will- 
iam Hume and George W. Hume. They had pre- 
viously operated a cannery on the Sacramento river in 
California, and were, Mr. Abernethy believes, the 
pioneer salmon canners on the Pacific Coast. 
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PROTECTING CABBAGE PLANT BEDS FROM

HALL, NEW YORK AGRICULTURAL EXPERIMENT 
STATION, GENEVA. 

In most sections where cabbages have been long and 
generally raised, the growers have had a hard and 
constant fight against enemies. From seed bed to 
seed harvest of the second season, each stage of cab- 
bage growth is in danger of ruin from some pest; and 
many of these pests have proven as hard to conquer 
as any on the farmer’s list of foes. Flea-beetles, mag- 
gots, aphids, loopers and worms among the insects, 
club root, black rot and soft rot among diseases, have 
all proved serious and perplexing pests. 

But if vigorous, healthy plants can be secured and 
transplanted without check, a great advantage has 
been gained in the struggle with foes of later stages 
of growth. Unfortunately, it has been almost impos- 
sible, in many sections, to secure such plants from a 
reasonable amount of seed and on a moderate area of 
seed bed. Flea-beetles attack the seedlings as soon 
as they appear above ground and maggot flies lay 
their eggs immediately thereafter, from which the 
destructive larvae promptly emerge to attack the plants 
at the root. Many growers in the cabbage sections of 
New York have been unable, in consequence of these 
attacks on the young plants, to raise more than a smal! 
fraction of the seedlings they need; and millions of 
sets have been brought in from Maryland and New 
Jersey. This importation of plants is both costly and 
dangerous. It should cost only 10 or 15 cents a thou- 
sand to raise the plants, while the imported ones cost 
from 75 cents to $1.25 a thousand. There is great 
liability, also, of introducing club root into uninfected 
fields by using plants from an unknown source. 

Early Control Methods Ineffectual. 

Little effort has been made to control the flea-beetles, 
which are yearly becoming more troublesome ; and at- 
tempts to drive away the maggot flies or to kill the 
maggots by the use of kerosene emulsion or carbolic 
acid applied about the roots of the plants have not 
been generally effective. Some growers have made 
effort to control both classes of insects by covering the 

New Method Proposed. 
seed beds; but these attempts have not always been 
economical or satisfactorily successful. The method 
appears most promising of any, however, and in a 
test made by the station in 1907 its results were highly 
gratifying. Too much dependence can not be placed 
upon any test of a single year, and many details need 
further study; but the results justify growers in mak- 
ing tests on a small scale. 
Station Test of Early and Late Planting. 

The test above referred to also included a study of

its effect on insect injury. The experiments were made 
in codperation with Mr. Levi Page, of Seneca Castle 
an experienced cabbage grower in one of the leading 
centers of the industry in the state. 8 
_ A seed bed on rich, black loam soil was carefully 
fitted to get rid of weeds and fertilized liberally, just 
before seeding, with a good, complete chemical fer. 
tilizer. Seed was sown at four different dates—April 
29, May 13, May 17 and May 28. This was done to 
get rid, if possible, of some of the insect trouble py 
growing plants when broods were not present in force: 
but little or no benefit was gained in this way. 

Cold weather retarded germination of the early 
sown rows, flea-beetles attacked the plants as soon as 
they emerged from the ground and maggots completed 
the destruction began by the flea-beetles. Only a few 
dozen plants were secured instead of 70,000 which 
the seed should have produced. The second seeding 
was intended to supply plants enough to set forty 
acres; but only enough escaped injury to set a little 
over four acres. Flea-beetle injury was decidedly less 
at this sowing, but general infestation with maggots 
ruined the bed. Plants from the two later seedings 
were also so checked by maggots that none of them 
reached suitable size for setting in time to be of use. 

Screening Effectual. 

Oi the second seeding, made May 13, one plat con- 
sisted of rows only six inches apart instead of a-foot 
apart as on the other plats. A group of twenty-one 
of these rows, 150 feet long, was covered with a screen 
of cheesecloth as soon as the plants began to appear, 
Foot boards were set on edge about this plat, held 
in position by stakes and banked with earth wherever 
hollows or uneven ground was liable to allow insects 
to enter. A cover of cheesecloth, made by sewing to- 
gether four yard-wide strips, was attached to these 
boards. Laths and small nails were used to secure 
the cloth and it was supported by a wire stretched on 
top of a row of stakes through the middle of the plat. 

The twenty-one rows were thoroughly protected 
from insects. Flea-beetle infestation was slight, possi- 
bly due in considerable measure to natural decline of 
the brood at this time. There was no injury from 
maggots. 

The growth of the plants was highly satisfactory, 
as they did better than uninjured check plants in the 
open. One month after covering, the protected plants 
were fully a week ahead of the checks and were 
good, stocky plants six or seven inches high. (See 
title page.) The cover was removed at this time and 
the plants allowed to harden for a week before trans- 
planting. They were then set by machine and made 
fully as good recovery from the removal as plants 
grown in the open. 

The seed had been sown too thick in the row, so 
that there were many small plants; but 50,000 good

We also make Pulp filters; weighers and conveyors 
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was the largest item, nearly twice as great as neces- 
sary ; but, notwithstanding this, the total cost for ma- 
terials was only $20.21, or 40 cents a thousand plants. 
As the cheesecloth can be used for at least three years 
and the boards for ten, the expenditure would be 
only about 8 cents a thousand plants where cabbage 
is a regular crop. 

On a bed forty by forty-five feet, which gives the 
same area, this cost would be reduced to 5 cents a 
thousand. 

Suggestions. 

The station would, accordingly, recommend a trial 
of this method on a small scale. Prepare bed thor- 
oughly to free from weeds, fertilize well, sow seed 
rather thick, in rows six inches apart, bank up boards 
to keep out insects as completely as possible, and 
keep cover perfect. Remove screen a week or ten 
days before transplanting time, in order to harden 
plants; but begin planting as soon as eggs of maggot 
flies are noticed on or about the plants. 





TIN MINING IN BOLIVIA—PROSPECT FOR SMALLER 
PRODUCTION. 

The Bolivian production of pure tin for the year 
1907 was approximately 16,000 tons, slightly less than 
the output for the previous year. In a report to the 
government at Washington, Special Agent Charles M. 
Pepper, writing from Oruro, Bolivia, states that ‘sub- 
stantially all the shipments are in the form of barilla 
or concentrates. These are calculated on the basis of 
an average of 60 per cent of pure metal in the ton of 
concentrates, and the government export tax is levied 
on that basis. The average price for 1907 was £97 
(English) ($472) for the concentrates, or £173 
($841.90) for the metal. The values are fixed ac- 
cording to the London quotations for the Malay 
Straits product. When the price soared to £200, or 
$973.30 per ton, all the Bolivian mines were active 
and many new ones were opened up in the expecta- 
tion that the boom would continue. The drop in the 
price of the metal naturally caused most of the new 
enterprises to be suspended, while a large number of 
the small mines also shut down temporarily. These 
were mines employing froin eighty to 100 working- 
men and possessing only the crudest facilities. The 
majority of the larger mines were able to keep going 
by averaging up the high profits of the preceding two 
years, but in view of the general depression it is not 
likely that Bolivia this year will come within 20 or 25 
per cent of its tin production during 1906 and 1907. 
There is an agreement in the opinion that with the 
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London quotations averaging £140 per long ton re 
$681.31, practically all the Bolivian mines can be o 
erated profitably. Many of them, however, can cop 
tinue their output at £130 ($632.64), though there 4 
some reluctance to make this admission. 

“A few of the richest mines, notably those jin the 
neighborhood of Oruro, where the tin exists jn com- 


bination with the silver, employ a crude smelting 
process and are able to ship the tin in bars, byt gen- 


erally the very high cost of fuel and other conditions 
make the shipment of the concentrates cheaper thap 
to undertake the smelting of the ore, so that manu. 
facturers can depend on the demand in the future being 
along the same lines as at present. 

“During the last two years previous, mining experts 
from the United States have made investigations of 
the Bolivian tin deposits of the mines in operation 
It is quite well understood that the tinplate interests 
of Pittsburg and elsewhere would like to secure cop. 
trol of the output of some of the leading mines, py 
nothing seems to have been accomplished in this g. 
rection yet. Other American interests, some of them 
with rather limited capital, have undertaken the de. 
velopment of tin mines on their own account.”
